Every other man, into whatever depth of pov­ 
erty he may sink, has still something left, be he author, scholar, handi­ 
craftsman, or whatnot: the merchant has nothing/’ 
The business man is always taking risks, always gambling in one way 
or another. He trusts cliv rs in whom he places trust. He has to keep up 
a weeding process in order to get efficient and loyal help. He has to bear 
the responsibility of changing public taste. He has to face depression and 
competition. He lias to keep on his tees for new ideas. He has to keep 
studying the public mind and its tastes. In other words, he has to keep 
awake. H ’ has to do the thinking for a large number of people who are 
afraid to do it for themselves until given a good boost—or a rood kick! 
A prosperous country must depend upon its business men. The man 
en the farm, who tills his soil, looks to them for his success, for they are 
hi* distributors, and his contact with markets. 
To his enthusiasm and 
genius all labor must look. That ho often receives large reward for this 
service, is expected—but also, he has to face the losses, 
I complimented a friend of mine upon the successful production of a 
play that had a long run and made for him a fine profit.

London, Oct. 12 (AP).—Hundreds 
of police, wielding batons, repeated­ 
ly charged a crowd of several thous­ 
and persons Sunday night a t Liver­ 
pool, where hand-to-hand fighting 
broke out after Sir Oswald Mosley, 
leader of the British union of fas­ 
cists delivered a speech. 
Many persons were arrested and 
several were injured in the Liver­ 
pool clashes. 
The disorders broke out when Sir 
Oswald’s fascists paraded after his 
address. Missiles began to fly from 
the ranks of his massed opponents 
who, authorities said, were “mostly 
communists and Jews.” 
Police got control of the situation 
only after forceful use of their ba­ 
tons. 
Attack Jewish Shops 
In London, a disorganized crowd 
shouting fascist yells but not wear­ 
ing fascist uniforms smashed the 
fronts of fifteen shops and pillaged 
the contents of store windows. 
Most of their raids were on estab­ 
lishments owned by Jews. 
They burned an automobile be­ 
longing to one shop oW*ner who pro­ 
tested and stoned others. 
The window smashing was the cli­ 
max of day-long disturbances in the 
east end quarter between commun­ 
ists and fascists, in which police vig­ 
orously wielded clubs. 
Scores of persons were hurt last 
Sunday 
when 
Mosley’s 
followers, 
planning a parade through the heart 
of the Jewish quarter in London’s 
east end, clashed with anti-fascists. 


French Guards Disperse Marchers 
Strasbourg, France, Oct. 12 (AP). 
—The threat of steel-helmeted mo­ 
bile guards Sunday kept a feared 


communist propaganda tour from 
turning Into bloody battles with 
rightist forces in Alsace-Lorraine. 
The socialist government’s heavy 
police precautions caused the two- 
day demonstrations to end in com­ 
parative quiet, after mobile guards 
failed an attem pt by rightists to 
march on a communist meeting in 
this city. 
Meetings at Colmar, Mulhouse, 
Guebwiller, Niederbronn, Creutzwald 
and Hapondage were held quietly 
under watchful eyes of police. 
B lu m Urges Party Loyalty 
Faced by warnings of a commun­ 
ist bolt from his people’s front, Pre­ 
mier Blum spoke Sunday at Lens and 
reaffirmed his fidelity to the coali­ 
tion government. 
He urged con­ 
tinued party loyalty as an essential 
factor in assuring a majority in 
parliament.
